SHIPPERS AND RAILROADS 
REPORT GOOD SEASON 


Another successful meeting of the 
Pacific Coast Transportation Board 
was held in San Francisco on March 
19, shippers and railroad.men from 
all parts of the Pacific Coast being 
present, Shippers reported good rail- 
road service generally, while the rail- 
roads reported that they were obtain- 
ing equipment and providing new fa- 
cilities to take cave of any future 
business which may develop. 

R. L. Ruby, superintendent of trans- 
portation for the Company, reported 
on Southern Pacifie’s car supply and 
on new facilities being provided. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Ruby, Southern Pa- 
cific loaded a total of 1,831,852 cars 
of freight on its Pacific Lines in 1925 
and received 421,798 carloads from 
connecting lines without interruption 
of traffic, accumulation of freight, 
congestion at terminals or issuance of 
an embargo. The total cars handled, 
1,758,145, was an increase of 12.8 per 
cent over 1924. The average lead of 
all cars handled was 28.4 tons. 

J. Martin, assistant general man- 
ager of the Pacific Fruit Express, re- 
ported that the outlook fer providing 
refrigerator equipment and its at- 
tendant service for the next 90 days 
was most satisfactory and that there 
was every indication that the Com- 
pany would be able to meet all ‘de- 
mands promptly. He said that the 
number of bad order cars awaiting 
heavy repairs was less than 2 -per 
cent of the entire equipment and that 
the Pacific Fruit Express was pre- 
pared to take care of all repair work 
as it develops. Icing facilities are in

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New $2,000,000 Ship for Steamship Lines 


new 12,000 ton combination 

passenger and freight steamer 
for use in the coastwise service of 
the Southern Pacifie Steamship Com- 
pany has just been let to the Federal 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Co., of 
Kearney, New Jersey. 

The ship wilt be completed during 
the summer of 1927 and will cost in 
excess of $2,000,000. It will be an 
oil-burner, with a single screw driven. 
by steam turbines, and will have a 
length of 445 feet, a 60 foot beam, 
about 12,000 tons displacement at a 
mean draft of 25 feet 6 inches, and a 
speed of approximately 16 knots per 
hour. 

Fire proof throughout, the vessel 
will embody the most modern develop- 
ments of marine construction, comfort 
and luxury. Accommodations will be 
provided for 279 first cabin passen- 
gers and 100 third class passengers. 
Every first cabin room will be a well 
ventilated outside room, supplied with 
running hot and cold water and 
equipped with a full length mirror 
fitted into a wall panel. Of the regu- 
lar state-rooms equipped with a lower 
berth and an upper berth of the Pull- 
man type, which can be closed when 
not in use, a number will be provided 
with toilets and tiled bathrooms with 
both tub and shower baths, hot and 
cold, fresh and salt water being sup- 
plied to al) baths, Some of these 
special rooms will be arranged en 
suite, with bedroom, bathroom and

‘An. inter-communicating telephone 
system will connect through a switch- 
board all suites and staterooms, pub- 
lic rooms and social halls, as well-as 
the offices of the captain, chief en- 
gineer, purser and chief steward.

Eye Witness Tells of “Last Spike” Driving

He wrapped 
extension of the. Central Pacific wire

around the handle of the hammer and 
connected it to the copper plate which 
had been fastened to the face of the 
hammer. To the spike which had been 
partly driven into the tie Bowsher at- 
tached the extension of the Union 
Pacific wire. Head of the spike had 
been carefully polished so there would 
be no interference in completing the 
electric circuit when the hammer and 
spike met. 

“It was a very pleasant day,” Mr. 
Bowsher recalled, “but I was so busy 
with my crew perfecting the telegraph 
circuits that I didn’t pay a great deal 
of attention to what was going on. 
The first special train of the Central 
Pacific arrived about 9 o’clock and a 
little later two trains arrived from the 
East bringing Union Pacific officers 
and their guests. Governor Stanford's 


+ special train arrived about 11 o’clock 


and soon after the crowd began to 


_congregate around the spot where the 


last. spike was to be driven. 

“Tt was certainly a very cosmopoli- 
tan gathering. Irish and Chinese la- 
borers who had set records in’ track- 
laying that have never since been 
equalled joined with _ the cowboys, 
Mormons, miners and Indians in cele- 
brating completion of' the railroad. 
There were even some high silk hats 
among the distinguished visitors from 
the East and West. 

“A little after noon all was in readi- 
ness. ‘The Union Pacific locomotive 
No. 119 and the Central Pacific loco- 
motive “Jupiter,” with Engineer Bill 
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Sippy and Fireman Dick Murphy, 
were placed about 100 feet apart, On 
one side of the track was lined up“a 
company .of: soldiers that came with 
the Union Pacific people. There was 
much speechmaking, the speakers 
standing in the center of the track. 
When the spike was about to be 
driven the crowd moved in close toe 
the tracks and the engines were 
brought nearer together.” 

At 12:47 Louie Jacobs, who was Cen- 
tral Pacific telegrapher at the end of 
the track, ticked out this message: 

“Almost ready. Hats off; prayer is 
being offered.” 

‘Through telegraphic communication 
had preceded the railroad and all over 
the country groups of people gathered 
in telegraph offices to hear the bul- 
letins from Promontory. Building of 
this railroad over snow-covered, gran- 
ite peaks of the Sierra Nevada moun- 
tains and across barren plains, was 
recognized as the greatest engineer- 
ing achievement of the day. Its com- 
pletion was made the occasion for 
celebrations in many cities. 

At Washington, D. C., a ball was 
suspended outside the capitol building 
which was detached and dropped at 
the first tap of. the hammer at Prom- 
ontory. Wires were extended to the 
bell in the Capitol dome and each tap 
of the hammer more than 2000 miles 
away was repeated on the great bell. 

The wires in San Francisco were 
connected with the alarm bell in Fire 
Department tower, and also so ad- 
justed that the first tan of the ham- 
mer on the last spike fired a parapet 
gun at Fort Point at the entrance to 
the Golden Gate. 

“Governor Stanford tapped the 
spike very lightly with the hammer,” 
Mr. Bowsher continued. “Just the 
slightest touch wag all that was neces- 
sary to carry the ‘tapping’ message 
over the wires, After several taps 
were telegraphed, the wires were dis- 
connected and I understand several 
people took a swing at the spike, in- 
cluding Mrs. J. H. Strobridge, wife 
of the Central Pacifie construction 
foreman. Mrs. Strobridge and Mrs. 
Mary L. Ryan, wife of ‘E. Black’ 
Ryan, who was the first secretary to 
Governor Stanford, were the only 
women present at the driving of the 
last spike. 

“1 don’t remember whether the last 
spike was placed in the highly pol- 
ished laurel tie from California, This 
tie was there some place but I don’t 
think I saw it. I understand that 
several ties had to be put down after 
the ceremony, for no sooner was one 
placed than it was pounced on and 
cut to pieces by treasure hunters. 
There were probably enough pieces of 
wood to make a dozen ties taken 
away from Promontory as coming 
from the ‘original’ last tie. 

“Also there was a ‘shark’ from San 
Franciseo who signed up purchasers 
of watch ‘charms to be cast from the 
original gold spike. 
those that ‘bit’ at $5 a charm. 
course our charms were knocked out 
of far different stuff. than the real 
gold: spike.” 

-Pictures taken .on the -scene show 
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W\/ Southern Pacific’s activities 

at Yuma, Ariz., were trans 
ferred from the old offices and line to 
the- new right-of-way and yards at 
noon, April 1. . 

One week later, on April-7, resi- 
dents of Yuma celebrated the: open- 
ing of the new station and. other 
facilities in formal dedication cere- 
monies that centered about the arrival 
of the Sunset Limited at 12:85 p. m. 

Grapefruit, lettuce and other prod- 
ucts of Yuma and vicinity were placed 
aboard the train at Tucson and served 
to travelers from the dining car. A 
large crowd greeted the train as it 
arrived at the new station and pas- 
sengers were serenaded by the unique 
Yuma Indian band. 

With the formal opening of the 
new station and yards, the Company 
has spent many hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars for new right-of-way, 
yards, bridge and depot in order that 
Yuma might become a thoroughly effi- 
ecient railroad terminal. It is the first 
work to be completed in a compre- 
hensive program of improvements for 
Arizona, which includes the new sec- 
ond main line now under construc- 
tion through Phoenix and the Salt 
River Valley. 
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Yuma Has New StatiGnand-Y ardFacilities 


“-Though the new station at Yuma ‘is 
but a comparatively small-item in ‘the 
fotal expendijures made by the South- 
ern Pacific,” it is ‘considered -one of 
the most modern passenger stations 
on the Company’s lines..° The ‘build- 
ing is of Mediterranean’ stylé ‘with 
Spanish. influence; is ‘166 feet by 48 
feet;-and is modernly equipped 
throughout. Besides housing the ticket 
and-telegriph offices, it provides space 
for trainmen, the express office “and 
baggage room. The approach~ will 
be beautified by shrubbery ‘beds. 

The relocation of the--main line 
through Yuma necessitated the build- 
ing of ‘a new steel bridge across the 
Colorado River and the elevating of 
the levee on the Gila River. . Both 
these facilities will benefit the city 
by giving it stronger protection from 
flood waters. The bridge is a ‘single 
400-foot' span .and is considered one 
of the largest single-span ‘bridges 
in the West. 

In addition to relocating “the main 
line through the city, the Company 
has -built ‘five ‘miles of second: main 
line track from’ Yuma ‘to Ivalon. Sup- 
piementing this trackage, 9.5 miles of 
new yard track were laid.

Notwithstanding a drought which 
extended over about 2000 miles of 
lines in Texas and which materiaily 
affected traffic, the volume of freight 
traffie moved over Southern Pacific 
lines in 1925 was the largest in the 
history of the Company, exceeding 
the previous. peak year. of 1917 by 
8.66 per cent. 

The total operating revenues of the 
Company for the year amounted to 
$293,074,558 and were also the largest 
in the history of the Company. in- 
creased cost of materials and in- 
creased wage rates enlarged operat- 
ing expenses, however, so that the net 
yailway operating income of the Com- 
pany was $50,818,759, or $161,727 less 
than the net income of 1924. The net 
income was a return of 8.77 per cent 
on the book value of road and equip- 
ment of lines in the transportation 
system, compared with 3.99 per cent 
in 1924. The average return for the 
past five years has been 4.04 per cent, 
or 1.71 per cent less than the fair re- 
turn contemplated under the Trans- 
portation Act. 

Under the pension system put into 
effect January 1, 1903, there were car- 
vied on the pension rolls at the end of 
the year 1,712 employes. The pay-

ments -to pensioners -for the year 
‘amounted to $958,085.56, equivalent to 
‘six per cent annually-on an investment 
of -$15,967,259.33. 

According tothe report, railway 
tax accruals ‘for .1925 amounted to 
$21,275,282, an ‘increase over 1924 of 
$366,287, or 1.75 per cent. The taxes 
for the year consumed 27.5 per cent 
of the net revenue from railway oper- 
ations and almost equalled the total 
dividends paid to stockholders, which 
were $22,609,649, The average tax 
per mile of road in 1925 was $1,609. 

The report reflects a continued in- 
crease in efficiency in the carrying on 
of the Company’s operations; for ex- 
ample, the report shows that more 
loaded cars were carried per train in 
1924 and a heavier tonnage was car- 
ried per train in 1925 than in the 
previous year. Still greater increase 
is shown in fuel economy. 

Saving in Fuel 

The constant campaign to reduce 
fuel consumption in locomotives has 
been reflected by gradual but large re- 
ductions in the amount of fuel used in 
proportion to ton mileage moved, says 
the report. The number of pounds of 
fuel used per 1000 gross ton miles in 
passenger service amounted to 141.84 
in 1925 as compared to 149.30 in 
1924, 162,84 in 1928, and 206.67 in 
1918. The passenger service reduction 
in 1925 amounted to 5 per cent under 
1924, 12.63 per cent under 1928, and 
31.37 per cent under 1913. The num- 
ber of pounds of fuel for 1000 gross 
ton miles in freight service amounted 
to 129.23 in 1925, as compared to 
182.11 in 1924, 142.56 in’ 1928, and 
192.88 in 1918, This reduction in 1925 
amounted to 2.18 per cent under 1921, 
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9,85-per ‘cent under 1923, and 32.98 
per cent under 1913. 

The -value of the economy in fuel 
consumption realized in 1925 com- 
pared ‘with 1924 amounted to $725,480; 
in 1925-compared with 1928 to $2,740,- 
938; aiid in 1925.compared with 1915 
to $11,479,446. 

Increases in wage rates in 1925 en- 
larged the Company’s operating ex- 
penses by $1,615,000, while increases 
in prices of fuel added $1,332,000 
more. Passenger revenues declined 
on both the Texas and Louisiana lines 
and on Pacific lines, but the inereased 
freight traffic on Pacific lines more 
than made up for the decrease freight 
traffic on Texas & Louisiana lines due 
to the unprecedented drought in 
Texas. On Pacific lines a decrease in 
shipments of citrus fruit in the first 
part of the year, due to frosts in the 
Winter of 1924-25, was overcome by 
increased revenues from automobiles, 
lumber and mineral oils, and by the 
summer and fall movements of prod- 
ucts moving to Bastern markets in re- 
frigerator cars, the result being an in- 
crease in freight revenue, compared 
with 1924, of $7,238,820. Freight 
traffic generally showed a gratifying 
improvement, which, from present in- 
dications, will continue through 1926, 
according to the report. 

Southern Pacific increased its equip- 
ment by 140 locomotives, 158 passen- 
ger cars, 9,104 freight cars, and 669 
units of work equipment during 1925. 
The report also shows that the Com- 
pany, besides sharing one-half the ex- 
pense of 5000 refrigerator cars or- 
dered by the Pacific Fruit Express, is 
also adding to its own equipment in 
1926, by construction at the Com-

The estimated cost of the rolling stock 
for 1926 thus far arranged for, includ- 
ing Southern Pacific’s one-half of the 
Pacifie Fruit Ex press equipment, 
amounts to $20,500,000. 

The Company’s investment in prop- 
erty devoted to transportation pur- 
poses is given as $1,341,581,780, while 
the total investment, both in trans- 
portation property comprising its 
transportation system and in affillated 
companies, is given at $2,016,837,730. 

Good progress is being made, ac- 
cording to the report, in the construc 
tion work on the new main line 
through Phoenix in Arizona, and it is 
expected that this work, including the 
yehabilitation of the existing line, will 
be completed and in operation early 
in July, 1926. Completion of. the 108- 
mile gap in the Natron Cut-off is ex- 
pected this summer. Construction of 
the line change between Grass Lake 
and Weed, California, is now under 
way. Completion of 17.74 miles of 
double track over the Sierra is also 
reported, Construction work has pro- 
ceeded diligently on the 102.78-mile 
gap in the main Hne of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company of Mexico, 
between Tepic and La Quemada, 81.81 
miles of track having been completed 
up to December 31, 1925,

of the territory, will be gratified 

at the impressive report of 
the Southern Pacifie railroad’s pros- 
perity and growth during. 1925, 
part of that gratification is naturally 
due to the fact that the Southern Pa- 
cific stockholders and officials are our 
friends, and that their friendship has 
been invaluable to Et Paso on many 
oceasions during the 44 years of our 
growth as a railroad center. We want 
them to be prosperous, because, ac- 
cording to our lights, they deserve it. 

But another part of our gratifica- 
tion is no less strong or appropriate 
because it is openly selfish. Railroads 
made this community, railroads will 
still make the undeveloped portions 
of the Southwest, especially in El 
Paso’s potential trade territory in 
west Texas. But railroads never can 
perform their full constructive service 
to a city or a great region unless 
they get the business and make the 
money. The expansions of trackage 
and of service facilities which are 
among a modern economic com- 
munity’s first business assets, cannot 
be realized except through balances 
on the profit side of the railroad’s 
ledger, 

Thus, in a sense, a failure in the 
revenues of a great railroad system 
for a period of years, is as serious a 
calamity as the failure of a staple 
crop or the shutting up of a basic 
industry, Conversely, the present 
profitable state of Southern Pacific 
affairs is as advantageous to the coun- 
try between the Oregon-California 
boundary Jine and New Orleans as 
would be an upward turn in the mar- 
kets for half a dozen of its principal 
products. 

The Southern Pacific achievement is 
all the more impressive when the ob- 
stacles are considered. Its Texas and 
southeastern lines were in the grip 
of a drought in 1925 whieh not only 
cut down shipments severely, but re~ 
duced much other business, including 
passenger traffic, below the levels of 
previous years, On the coast, business 
conditions were not handicapped, but, 
on the other hand, they were a con- 
siderable distance from the peak of 
prosperity. The wages and materials 
cost items were perceptibly, if not 
alarmingly, increased. 

Nevertheless, the system showed its 
largest: freight volume, its largest 
gross operating revenue, increased the 
balance of its physical assets:over its 
funded debt, showed practically the 
same net income.as in 1924,-and paid 
a good dividend ‘as ‘rail dividends .go 
these..days. .

S.P.BUILDING WORLD’S LARGEST 
RAILROAD RESERVOIR 


The largest oil storage reservoir 
ever built by a railroad company, and 
one of the largest oil containers in 
the world, is now under construction 
for the Comvany at Tracy, Cal. 

With a capacity of 3,000,000 barrels, 
the reservoir is intended to hold a 
reserve supply of fuel oil for the 
Company's oil burning equipment. It 
is strategically located both with re- 
gard to source of oil supply and con- 
venient shipping facilities, Within 
about half a mile are the pipe lines 
of two of California’s largest oil com- 
panies, to either of which the reser- 
voir filling line could be connected, 
and the same line is te be utilized for 
delivery to the rauroad’s tank car 
loading rack near Tracy. 

The size of the reservoir may well 
be described by comparison with a 
large athletic stadium. The floor area 
in such that four football fields could 
pe accommodated side by side with 
additional space for at least a “sand 
lot” baseball game at each end. This 
large area and the embankment sur- 
rounding it, totalling together over 14 
acres, is covered with a Hning of. re- 
inforced concrete. This Hning is of 
sufficient area to build a 20-foot high- 
way six miles Iong. Fourteen ‘acres 
of roof will cover the reservoir, the 
entire structure, including embank- 
ment, occupying nearly -19 acres.

duties take them to Indio, on 
the Los Angeles Division, need no 
introduction to Miss Evelyn L. Green, 
nurse in charge of the Company’s 
emergency hospital there, whose ab’ 
ity and resourcefulness have at- 
tracted much attention. 

Passing through Indio on a train, 
the hospital building appears similar 
to other emergency hospitals of the 
Company built for the benefit of those 
who suffer from neglect of safety 
rules or who otherwise are’ injured. 
It stands near the station in the midst 
of a wide green lawn surrounded by 
stately date palms. 

But _as one enters the doorway to 
the office and reception hall he imme- 
diately is impressed by the spotless 
order of things—the double row of 
white cots in the small ward to the 
right and the shining operating room 
to the left. 

At Indio the weather admittedly is 
warm in summer. Otherwise this sec- 
tion of the country would not be noted 
for its dates and its more common 
fruits and vegetables. In fact, only 
a few years ago this was called desert 
country, as was the Imperial Valley, 
just a few miles to the south, 

In ‘order that patients might be 
comfortable in the warmest summer 
weather, Miss Green transformed a 
rear ‘screen porch into what railroad- 
ers at India ‘term a “cooler.” .Out- 
side the regular screens she has at- 
tached. frames to which burlap is 
stretched. Across the top of the frame 
is‘a perforated water pipe and at the 
bottom is a drain. .

mer weather is to open the valve 
sufficiently to permit water from the 
perforated pipe to slowly soak the 
burlap shield and keep it soaked, The 
porch ward, which also may be used 
as a sleeping porch, is then cool 
enough for a most refreshing sleep. 

Not content with this, Miss Green 
next devised a two-bed “cooler” in the 
yard at the rear of the hospital which 
was built by a Company carpenter. 
It has much the appearance of a 
ventilated oven with rounded roof. 
The tin of the roof is covered with 
burlap which is soaked with water. 
Vines grow over a frame which en- 
tirely covers the unique structure, still 
further cooling the temperature. 

Miss Green has been stationed at 
the Indio hospital since 1921, declared 
to be a record for service of a nurse 
at this station. Prior to her assign- 
ment there she was a graduate nurse 
in San Francisco. She also served for 
a short time at the emergency hos- 
pital at the general shops in Los 
Angeles.

STATION ON LINES IS 
MT. MONTGOMERY 

Mt. Montgomery is the highest 
station on the Pacific lines, according 
to T. L. Williamson, roadmaster at 
Mina, who writes the following inter- 
esting information: 

“This station is practically at the 
top of the pass leading over the White 
mountains and is located on narrow- 
gauge railroad leading from Mina, 
Nevada, to Keeler, California. This 
narrow - gauge was originally con- 
structed by D. O. Mills under the 
name of the Carson & Colorado R. R. 
which extended from. Moundhouse, 
Nevada, to Keeler. This railroad was 
300 miles long, and, shortly after its 
completion, Mr. Mills is said to have 
made an inspection trip over it, and, 
upon being asked his opinion of it, re- 
plied that he was not sure whether the 
road had been built 800 miles too long 
or 800 years too soon, 

“The Carson & Colorado was pur- 
chased by the Southern Pacific about 
20 years ago in order to give them an 
entrance into Goldfield and Tonopah, 
both of which mining camps were at 
that time enjoying a tremendous 
boom. The line from Moundhouse to 
Mina was standard-gauged at ‘that 
time and 2 connection was built from 
Churchill to Hazen in order to give us 
a connection with our own line: in- 
stead of having to make a connection 
with the V. & T. at Moundhouse. 

“After crossing the White mountains, 
the narrow-gauge reaches.Owens 
River and follows this river to Owens 
Lake. The City of Los Angeles has 
built its famous aqueduct from Los 
‘Angeles to a’ point near our station 
Aberdeeri, where the water from the 


Owens River is diverted into the aque- 


‘duct:and carried to Los Angeles, 
“The: difficulty in-operating this line 
will “be: appreciated “in: realizing that 
the grade is a ‘thaximum.of+2.7) ‘with 
curves ‘up to -20°dégtees.

It 
it not generally known that a Jarge portion 
of the ‘‘grass,’’ as it is known to tho trade, 
is graded and packed in tho S. P. steamer 
sheds at Sacramento, Tha soii around Wal- 
nut Grove is peculiarly adapted to the cul- 
tivation of this vegetable. It is cut under- 
ground, packed in lug boxes and brought 
up the river by steamers to our sheds. About 
200 women and men, mostly white help, 
are employed during the season. At Wal- 
nut Groye mostly dapanese and Chinese are 
employed owing to the scarcity of white 
labor. After the grading, the stalks are 
placed in water a few minntes. Wet moss, 
specially prepared, is packed in the bot: 
tom of the crates and the ‘grass'' is said 
to grow one snd one-half inches in transit. 
The crates are shaped to nt the asparagus— 
large at the bottom and narrow on_ top. 
This allows the coot air to circulate freely 
throughout the car, A, H. Prescott, storage 
clerk in charge of the steamer shed, states 
that as high es five carloads a day are 
shipped from Sacramento during the busy 
season. Martin Arenz, car distributor, ad- 
vises that thero wero 412 care of asparagus 
shipped by freight and 50 by express from 
the delta district last year.
